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REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

Status of Claims 

Claims 1-39 are pending in the application. Claims 27-39 arc allowed, Claims 1, 
11-13, 20 and 24 are rejected. Claims 2-10, 14-1 9, 21-23, 25 and 26 are objected to but ' 
would be Allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base clam, and any intervening claims. Applicant appreciates the Examiner's comments 
regarding the allowability of the noted claims. Of the pending claims, Applicant has 
canceled Claims 1 and 1 1, and has amended Claims 2, 5-7, 12, 14 and 24, leaving Claims 
2-1 0 and 1 2-39 for consideration upon entry of the present Amendment. 

Appticant respectfully submits that the rejections under 35 U.S.C. § 1 02(b) have 
bcor, traversed, that no new matter has been entered, and that the application is in 
condition for allowance.

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. § 102(b) as being anticipated by Baumgarlncr 
ct al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,703,251, hereinafter Baumgarlncr). 

Claim 11 isrejectednnder35 U.s e. §102(b) as being anticipated by Kaufman IU 
ct al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,5 1 4,677, hereinafter Kaufman 111). 

Claims H-l2arerejcctcdunder35U.S.C. §102(b) as being anticipated by Bricdis 
el al. (U.S. Patent No. 5,510,951, hcrcinaRer Briedis). 

Claims 11-13, 20 and 24 arc rejected under 35 U.S.C. §102(b) as being 
anticipated by Newell et al. (U.S. Patent No. 4,042,966, hereinafter Newell). 

Applicant traverses the Examiner's rejections for the following reasons. 

The Kxaminer comments that Claims 2. 5, 6, 7, 14, 1 7 and 21 would be allowable 
ifrewrittcn in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any 
intervening claims. 

Applicant has canceled Claim 1, thereby obviating this rejection.
